Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special } 
—The department of commerce has re- 
ceived repeatedly during the last two 
years charges that certain vessels on the 
great lakes were unsafe. There were 
warnings of impending disaster, particu- 
larly in the case of certain excursion 
steamers. 

Charges also were repeatedly made to 
the department thet steamboat inspec- 
tors were careless and incompetent and 
dominated by the veasel owners. 

These are the disclosures of the official 
correspondence between the department 
and the Lake Seamen's union and Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor which THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent is enabled to pre- 
sent herewith. 

Victor A. Olander of Chicago, secretary 
of the Lake Seamen's union, sought for 
more than a year to induce Secretary of 
Commerce Redfield to conduct an investi- 
gation of the steamboat inspection serv- 
ice, which he said would disclose scan- 
dalous conditions of incompetence and 
pogiect of duty to the traveling public. 

Secretary Redfield stoutly defended the 
inspectors, but finally initiated an in- 
vestigation as a result of which he dis- 
missed two supervising inspectors and 
eight inspectors in Atlantic and gulf dis- 
tricts. His investigation had pot reached 
the great lakes districts when the Hast- 
land digaster precipitated an inquiry of 
greater magnitude. ; 

Nockels Charged Irregularity. 

On May 19, 1914, B. N. Nockels, sec- 
retary of the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor, wrote Assistant Secretary Sweet 
that he had proof that “inepectors of 
the steamboat inspection service have 
taken orders from the ship owners.” 

In regard to the Pere Marquette, which 
gank in Lake Michigan Sept. 9, 1910, 
with @ loss of twenty-seven lives, Mr. 
Nockels said in part: 4 

“Up to within four or five days be- 
fore it sank, this steamer had been carry- 
ing large excursions out of Chicago daily. 
Fortunately, when it sank there were 
only sixty-one people on board, prac- 
tically all members of the crew; but 
twenty-seven were drowned. The vessel 
„ . went to the bottom just as help 
was nearing it. The United States 
inspectors who investigated the case state 
in their report that they were unable 
to determine what caused the sinking. 
‘oe was the case of the Pere Mar- 
quette that inspired the investigation 
made by this organization. The sudden 
sinking of the steamer Iowa last summer 
again warned of the danger. 

„ Thousands of people, mostly working 
people, crowd these steamers daily dur- 
ing the excursion season, believing that 
the government has seen to it that the 
vessels are safe. The government ought 
to see to it.” 

Mr. Nockels charged that the following 
steamers were insufficiently manned: 
Christopher Columbus, Racine, Iowa, Ala- 
bama, City of Grand Rapids, and Caro- 
naa. On the allegation that these steam- 
ers did not carry a sufficient number of 
seamen, Mr. Nockels based his accuse 
tion that the government inspectors were 
doing the bidding of the ship owners. 


Cites Iack of Investigation. 


in my opinion, is the inspection service 
itself. I ask you very earnestly to ex- 
amine into the matter. I do not believe 
you will have to look very far before you 
will find that my criticisms are fully

Secretary Redfield replied on April 17 
that he had referred Mr. Olander’s letter 
to Supervising Inspector General Uhler. 
On May 21, 1914, Mr. Olander again wrote 
Secretary Redfield asking for a reply to 
his previous letter, and Secretary Redfield 
replied on May 24 that he had received a 
report from Mr. Uhler and that when I 
shall have read this report and consid-. 
ered same I will probably send you a 
copy.“ : 


Redfield Scouts 

In regard to resolutions of the Seamen's 
union, asserting that lake disasters “ can 
be traced to serious faults in manning, 
equipment, and construction,” 

Redfield wrote Mr. Olander on July 16, 
1014, that “there is no foundation for 
the statement.“ 

In regard to the further assertion of the 
resolutions that any investigation would 
have been certain to disclose that the in- 
spection service has been permitting ves- 
sels under its jurisdiction to navigate in 
a condition certain to invite disaster, and 
that the inspection service “ should not be 
allowed to continue its disregard for the 
value of human life simply because the 
powerful shipping interests on the great 
lakes so desire,“ Mr. Redfield declared 
“the steamboat inspection service does 
not permit any vessel to navigate which 
in the judgment of the inspectors is not 
seaworthy.’ Again he challenged Mr. 
Olander to present the proof. 


Another Warning on Boats. | 

In a leter to Mr. Redfield, dated July 
80, 1914, T. A. Hanson, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Seamen’s union, said: 

I believe that no inspector on the great 
lakes will deny that crowded paseenger 
vessels are permitted to navigate with 
open hatches, open main deck gangways 
and ports, and with other deck and side 
openings left unfastened in such a way 
that they cannot be quickly secured in 
the event of accident.” 

Mr. Olander, writing on Aug. 9, 1914, to 
Secreiary Redfield, said that he was a 
passenger on the Christopher Columbus 
on Aug. 1 and that he noticed that every 
one of the eight large gangways are in 
such condition that not one of them can 
be closed quickly in the event of acci- 
dent.“ 

On Dec. 19, 1914, Mr. Olander responded 
to Secretary Redfield’s challenge to pro- 
duce proof of his charges in an exhaustive 
deecription of navigation conditions on 
the Great Lakes covering forty-two 

typewritten pages. He submitted 
letters to establish his charge that lo- 
cal inspectors made no investigation 
whatsoever’ of the disasters of Novem- 
ber, 1913. 

Mr. Olander states that as a result 
of his complaint in regard to the Chris- 
topher Columbus the local inspectors at 
Chicago went aboard the vessel one night 
and made a test which disclosed “ that 
it took about one hour partially to secure 
the gangways while the vessel was lying 
at its dock where the services of every 
member of its deck crew were avallable.“ 


George Uhier, supervising inspector gen- 
eral of the steamboat inspection service, 
complaining chat absolutely no investi- 
gation was made” of the lake disasters 
on Nov. 9 and 10, 1913, “ except that two 
masters at Detroit and three at Mar- 
quette were interrogated by the local in- 


other officials.” 

Acting Supervising Inspector 
Hooper replied to Mr. Olander. that the 
complaint would have the attention of 
the bureau.” " 

On March 27, 1914, Henry C. McCal- 
lum and Frank Van Liew, local mspectors 
at Port Huron, advised Mr. Olander that 
“this board did not make an investiga- 
tion of the violent storm of Nov. 8 and 10 
because we concluded no investigation 
was necessary, as the elements hed 
taken charge of the ships, making them 
unmanageable and they were driven 
fore it until they stranded.”

U. 8. Officials Also to Be 
Under Fire of Govern- 
ment Investigation. 


SUBPENA BOAT MEN. 


District Attorney Charles F. Clyne an- 
nounced yesterday that the federal in- 
vestigation of the Eastland disaster will 
be swift and thorough regardless of 
whom it may hit.“ ; 

Developments of the day in the federal 
building indicated clearly that the gov- 
ernment’s inquiry is directed at both the 
Owners of the Eastland and the officials 
of the United States steamboat inspec- 
tion service, who have had to do with 
passing officially on the Bastland’s sea- 
worthiness. 

“There will be no whitewashing,” said 
Mr. Clyne, 
_, Subpena Boat’s Officers. — 

Bignificant of the direction in which the 
government is prosecuting the inquiry 
was a petition presented to Judge Landis | 
requesting forthwith subpoenas for four 
of the Eastiand’s officers and Martin 
Flatow, general agent for the Chicago 
and St. Joe line. 

The four officers named in the petition 
are Capt. Harry Pedersen, master of the 
Eastland: Delbert Fisher and Peter Fish- 
er, first and second officers, respectively, 
and J. M. Erickson, chief engineer. 

Judge Landis issued the subpoenas im- 
mediately and deputy marshais were sent 
out to serve them. The petition was pre- 
sented in court by Assistant District At- 
torney Joseph B. Fleming, Mr. Clyne’s 
first assistant in the Eastland investiga- 
tion. It stated that the “ testimony of 
these men is necessary and material to 
the criminal prosecution of this case. 


Thirty-eight Testify. 

The subpcenas were decided upon fol- 
lowing statements made by the ship's 
officers and crew, thirty-eight men, to 
Assistant District Attorneys Freeman, 
Fleming. Epstein, and Mindak, who called 
on them at the police stations where 
they are held by the police. 

The substance of the statement of all 
the men questioned was that the Eastland 
was a “cranky,” unseaworthy ship—a 
dangerous tub—and that the captain and 
members of the crew had knowledge of 
the boat’s unreliability. They said also 
that the owners were aware of this. 

_ Every One Seasick. 

They told the government prosecutors 
that when the Eastland came across 
the lake from St. Joe a couple of weeks 
ago it rocked to such an extent that 
everything had to be made fast, and 
even the coal stokers and deck hands were 
seasick. They said they regarded it a 
miracle that the boat made port. 

The federal prosecutor also made 4 
demand on the office of the steamboat 
inspection service for all books and reo- 
ords bearing on the Eastland case.

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she wrote these facts on another pink 
slip. She marked & for future aid.’ 


FIND 105 EMERGENCY CASES. 
By evening there were 530 of these slips 
arranged in three piles on the desk of 
J. J. O' connor. representative of the Red 
Cross of this district, Of them 105 were 
“emergency ones. In these 105 cases 
immediate relief had been given. Work- 
ers had given all or part of their $100 to 
the families. They had taken over re- 
sponsibility of payment to undertakers, ; 
or they had provided immediate medical 
ald. 
A large number of the pink slips repre- 
sented families which would require aid 
later. Other slips represented families 
which refused help. 

“There probably will be about 1,000 
cases in all,” said Mr. O'Connor. By 
Friday the funerals will be over. Until 
then our policy is, ‘ Help. Do not investi- 
gate.’ 

“We want to be overgenerous rather 
than prudent these days. We are able 
and willing to care for every emergency. 
Cases are handled the instant they ar 
reported.” 


Red Cross Takes Charge. 

Mr. O'Connor was embarrassed curing. 
the day by well meaning private philan- 
thropy. Various committees appointed 
by outside organizations were on hand in 
the morning with cash and good inten- 
tions. They got no farther than the Red 
Cross office. They yielded up their money 
and the more efficient of their workers 
to Mr. O'Connor. They worked througb 
the routine channels. 

It should be known,“ said Mr. O’Con- 
nor, that there never has been an im- 
mediate shortage of money. From Sat- 
urday morning we were able able todraw 
$25,000 or $50,000 from Orson Smith of 
the Red Cross. We can draw on it. 

“I do not mean to say that the fund 


raised by the citizens is in any sense 
superfluous. All of it will be needed 
later.“ 


Mr. O'Connor indicated that although 
all red tape had been cut out, every out- 
side aid, except that given by relatives 
and friends, made the work more com- 
plicated for the Red Cross. : 

“TI don’t want to discourage the work 
by relatives and friends. It is just and 
natural that they should come to the aid 
of the sufferers.

A Coffin in Every Mirror. 

At the fireat house, Sixteenth street and 
Ashland avenue, the sadness of the occa- 
sion was doubly impressive.

So the relief visitor paid the 
funeral bill of $63.23 on the spot. 

Where a son lay dead in a little home 
the father refused assistance, preferring 
to assume the funeral burden himself. he 
said. So did a stepfathes< in another home. 
His 20 year old son lay buried in blossoms 
and crepe in the adjoining room, as the 
stepfather, a man of 50 or thereabouts, 
explained his refusal. 

I do not wish to profit by the death of 
my son,” he said, simply.

There are other bodies, known only by 
cold numbers, also awaiting names. One, 
No. 396, is that of a boy about 8 years old. 
Among the first to be taken from the 
river Saturday, the child's body has re- 
mained unclaimed while thousands of eyes 
have looked in pity on the little figure. 

“Whole family gone,” is the verdict 
of attendants at the morgue. 

Three bodies were brought in from the 
river during the day, one to the armory 
before the morgue was moved at 11 
o' clock. and two to the undertaking estab- 
lishment, where all the unidentified bodies 
were transferred. Two of these three 
have been identified, one as Mrs. Barbara 
Lukens, wife of William Lukens of 2706 
South Fifty-ninth avenue, and the other 
as Anton A. Kwak of 4435 South Lincoln 
street. 
Discrepancy in Checking Bodies. 

There ie a discrepancy of five between 
the checks on tncoming and outgoing 
bodies. At 6 o' clock yesterday evening 
751 tags had been issued for bodies 
brought in. The record showed that 740 
bedies had been taken out, and yet there 
were only six bodies in the emergency 
morgue at the time. Of these six two 
were identified, two had worn tags and 
keys which were expected to lead to 
identification, and two were absolutely 
unknown. 

“I am absolutely certain no bodies 
have been taken out without being 
checked, said George Webster of the 
coroner's office yesterday. The differ- 
ence in figures must be due to clerical) 
error.“

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DOUBLE PRICE COFFINS, 
CHARGE AGAINST DEALERS. 
West Side Undertakers Accused 


of Extortion in Wake of the 
Steamboat Disaster. 


Officials of the Western Electric com- 
pony are investigating charges that west 
side undertakers are asking double and 
in some cases triple prices for coffins in 
which to bury victims of the Eastland. 
Ik it is found that the charges are trué, it 
js sald State’s Attorney Hoyne will bring 
the guilty ones before the grand jury. 
Numerous instances where the under- 
taker has attempted to sell a coffin reg- 
ularly sold for about $50 for more than 
$100 have been reported to the relief de- 
partment of the company. It is said the 
undertakers are taking advantage of the 
fact that the Western Electric company 
is paying the bills. 

When the relief committee visited the 
homes of bereaved families they found 
most of then had contracted for ex- 
pensive coffins and had made elaborate 
preparations for the funeral service. One 
woman hired a brass band, it is said, to 
escort the body of her husband to the 
cemetery. 

When asked by the relief committee 
why they had contracted for such high 
priced coffins the relatives replied that 
the undertakers showed them only coffins 
costing more than $100 and told them 
these were the only ones available. 

A large clothing concern agreed to pay 
the funeral expenses of three of its em 
ployés who were Eastland victims. A 
member of this company said that when 
the undertaker handling the bodies of 
these people learned the concern would 
pay the bill he tripled the price he had 
made to the families. 

Nearly every bill of expenses sent to the 
relief committee by bereaved families ran 
above $200. Members of the committee 
said that 75 per cent of this sum was for 


burial expenses. 

A large casket manufacturing concern 
is said to have agreed to furnish all the 
coffins needed for a cost of $40 apiece.

Three More Bodies Complete 
Number Possible to Reach 
dl the Boat Lies, 


So far as was humanly possible with the 
vessel lying on beam ends and cluttered 
with wreckage, the hull of the Eastland 
had been cleared of bodies last night. 

The diver corps, their work in the in- 
tertor of the death ship finished, was set 
te work seeking victims on the river bot- 
tom, and today the Dunham Towing and 
Wrecking company will start to raise the 
boat. The company has undertaken the 
task on a contract calling for payment 
of $34,500. Use of dynamite, which would 
disfigure the thirty or forty bodies be- 
leved to remain in the hull, will not be 
permitted. 


Three More for Water Hearse.” 

Only three more bodies were recovered 
in the course of the day. All three were 
taken from the river bottom outside the 
hull. In the space between the Clark 
and Wells strect bridges eight divers 
were at work. Crowds in the back win- 
dows of South Water street commission 
houses and on the roofs followed their 
courses by streams of bubbles which rose 
to the surface in each diver's wake. 
As they were brought forth the bodies— 
two of them men, the other that of a 
woman—were placed on the scow, from 
the deck of which air was being pumped 
to the men on the river bottom. A little 
blue boat which they have begun to call 
“the water hearse, ferried the sheet 
covered Eastland victims, one at a time, 
to the temporary morgue in the Keid, 
Murdoch & Co. warehouse. 


Find Middle Aged Woman. 
The first body recovered was that of a 
middle aged woman, weighing about 175 
pounds. It was clad in a white dress of 
corded material and black shoes and 
stockings. On the left wrist was a heavy 
gold bracelet. 
Next came a man about 88 years old, of 
medium height and stocky build. The 
body was clothed in a black suit and black 
button oxfords. 
The third body found was that of a 
man of 25 or 26, apparently, brown haired 
and clad in a blue serge suit, white sox, 
black oxfords, and a dark blue raincoat 
with a plaid check inside. This body was 
found on the bottom near the stern of the 
Eastland. 


Prepare for More Bodies. 
Late in the afternoon Deputy Coroner 
Gillespie was placed in charge of the five 
bodies transferred from the Second Regi 
ment armory to Sheldon’s undertaking 
rooms at 912 West Madison street. He 
s id preparations had been. made for the 
reception of many more bodies after the 
righting of the Eastland. A vacant store 
adjoining the undertaking rooms has 
been rented and will be fitted for the care 
of 100 bodies, while room for seventy 
more is being made in the county morgue. 
While. wreckers are at work on the 
excursion steamer’s hull today, the divers 
will continue their death march along 
the river bottom, followed by tugs, and 
over their heads a flotilla of forty motor- 
boats will operate. In each boat will be 
a man with grappling hooks. 
We will simply rake every foot of the 
river bed, said William Burkhardt, 
deputy commissioner of public works. 
“It is my theory the east side of the La 
Salle street tunnel has acted as a sort of 
pocket, and I should not be surprised 
if many bodies were found there.“ 
Preliminary work on the raising of the 
Eastland started at 8 o'clock last night 
when the dredge Favorite of the Dun- 
ham Towing and Wrecking company 
steamed to the side of the overturned 
steamer. Lines were made fast from it 
to two of the portholes of the excursion 
boat. . 


It is believed it will require at least 


nine days to right the overturned passen- 
ger boat.

THE SINKING OF THE LEELANAW. 

The case of the Leelanaw apparently is another 

case like the Frye, with the difference that a Ger- 
man cruiser sunk the Frye after it had been de- 
cided imconvenient or impossible to remove the 
cargo of wheat judged contraband, and it was a 
German submarine that sunk the Leelanaw when 
it was impossible to remove the flax, listed by Ger- 
many as contraband. 
In both cases the Germans sunk a ship which 
our government insists should have been protected 
against such summary treatment, but in both in- 
stances there was regard for the considerations 
of humanity and the crews were not involved in 
the destruction of the vessels.

MAKE ALL LAKE BOATS SAFE. 

The confusion in the processes of investigation 
into the cause of the Eastland disaster to find the 
responsibility therefor undoubtedly will yield to ar- 
rangement and if some sort of coUrdination be not 
found, at least there will be no conflict to impede 
the work. That may be assumed, the case being one 
to rebuke and silence any manifestations of egotistic 
officialism. 5 

We may expect that after some first Instance mis- 
understandings and obstinacies have been swept 
away there will be less confusion and conflict of 
purpose and that no matter how magy inquiries are 
under way they will not be permitted to work 
against each other, : 

What is less apparent, just now, is an intent to 
have the inquiry preventive as well as punitive. The 
Eastland is a case sadly accounted for. The damage 
that it has done is not remediable. So long as 
officialism confines itself to it the result can be only 
punitive. That in a way can be made preventive, 
but for all human practicality the Hastland is al- 
ready a dead issue, as dead as the unfortunates who 
were offered up as sacrifices to the prevailing Amer- 
ican optimism and carelessness. 

It is an irony that this most amiable and generous 
nation, a nation so quick in its impulses to help the 
conspicuous victim of circumstances, is not 80 quick 
in its endeavors to correct the conditi which 
demanded the victim. 

The pertinent inquiry now is “what about the 

other lake boats?” When the Iroquois theater 
horrified the city, and, in fact, the nation, by proving 
that a fireproof theater could be a fire trap, the 
Chicago city council had the will and was able to 
direct an investigation against theaters which had 
not been put to the test. That was the practical 
thing. It was hideous that the Iroquois had to 
make 600 victims before the thought of precautions 
effectively entered the mind of local officialdom, but 
it was something that it did enter afterward. Chi- 
cago theaters now are safe so far as regulation can 
make them. 
It is relatively unimportant to discover what and 
who are responsible for something that has been 
done. It is necessary, but what thought ought to 
take into account is the question whether there is on 
the lakes another Eastland. 

The prosecuting officials cannot be concerned with 
that. Their duty is punitive and we do not belittle 
it. It is a sad but the best thing that society can 
do after a disaster, so far as that disaster is con- 
cerned, is to punish the persons found to have been 
criminally responsible for it. With respect to the 
particular case this is all that can be done. Punish- 
ment of the responsible persons cannot put content- 
ment back in the homes that have been invaded by 
sorrow. It cannot make good losses or take the place 
of a wage earner. é 
Important as it is to ascertain who made the mis- 


| takes that permitted the Hastland to roll over, it is 


still more important to find out what other danger- 
ous ships there may be upon the lakes, to find out 
how completely the laws and the administration of 
law protects the passengers of these ships. 

For this investigation the naval commission which 
has been suggested by Tom TRriscnm seems to be the 
readiest and best equipped agency. Prosecuting 
officials would have to go out of the course of their 
duty to undertake it. The city is without sufficient 
jurisdiction in the matter. The state is not organ- 
ized for such work. The federal government is. It 
can draw upon the knowledge of naval experts and it 
can make an inquiry, wholly out of the routine and 
therefore more searching, into the whole question of 
lake transport. 

The best thing we ean hope to obtain now is a 
precautionary policy which will make a repetition of 
such a disaster highly improbable if not impossible. 
It is apparent that the ordinary. workings of the 
supervision system under existing laws are not suf- 
ficient. If they were the Eastland would have made 
its trip and be now at its dock. Something is wrong. 
The Eastland was the evidence of it. To what 
extent does the something wrong spread and what 
are the possible consequences of it. 

That is the pertinent and consequential inquiry.

DECENT PROCESS OF LAW. 
{From the Nation.! 

A short time ago an atrocious murder was dis- 
covered in London. A few days ago a jury, after 
twenty-two minutes’ deliberation, brought in a 
verdict of guilty against the perpetrator. The 
judge promptly sentenced him to be hanged on 
July 27. Thus the whole interval between the die- 
covery of the crime and the final disposal of the 
wretch who committed it will be only a few 
weeks; for the probability of any interference 
with the sentence by way of appeal is almost niL 

The contrast between such expeditious and de- 
cent dispatch of crimina] business and what we 
are familiar with in this country is painful. We 
say “decent,” because the meaningless and friy- 
olous delays which so frequently drag out the 
processes of justice in America are really as 
much an offense against decent standards of fit- 
ness as against efficiency.

ICE BOX EXPERIMENT. 
OCHBSTER, N. T., July 7, 1915. 
Dear Dr. Evans: We haven't 
‘had weather cold enough to 
make a fair test of our ice box. 
So I have been waiting and de- 

ferring my experiment. I am now run- 

ning a test. I began it four days ago. 

I have placed a recording thermometer 

in the middle of the food compartments 

and a similar instrument outdoors. With 
the curves of these two charts I shall be

maintained by the box. I shall repeat 


the test again next week, determining 


also the humidity. We are keeping ac- 
count of the number of times our icebox 
is opened daily. It averages about forty- 
five times. 10 

“ As for your score card, I do not 
your values for temperature are quite 
fair. I think they ought to be on tem- 
perature difference maintained. The fol- 
lowing table based.on a room temperature 
of 80 degrees Fahrenhelt I believe to be 
more fair, It should be kept in mind also 
that, as you approach the freezing point, 
temperature difference is more easily 
overcome, and that ice consumption is 
lessened out of proportion to this lessened 
temperature difference. I have not had a 
chance to determine just what mathe- 
matical value should be given this, but it 
is appreciable.

RINCESS MARIE RADZIWILL’S 

death at the age of 75 at the castle 

of Kleinitz, her country seat in 

Lower Silesia, serves to call atten- 

tien to the severity with which the 
German government is treating the 
members of the great houses of the Pol- 
ish aristocracy. Since the beginning of 
the present war the late Princess Marie 
Radziwill had been to all intents and 
purposes banished from Berlin and a pris- 
oner of state at Kleinitz, where she spent 
the closing months of her life under the 
strictest police surveillance. 

Until last year the princess was per- 
sona gratissima with the members of 
the reigning house of Prussia and the 
greatest social power and the leader of 
the grand monde in the kaiser’s capi- 
tal. ; 

The salons of her palace on the Pariser 
Platz at Berlin were the rendezvous of 
all that was best and most brilliant of 
the German and foreign aristocracy. The 
present emperor end empress made a 
point of dining with her there at least 
twice each year, and the kaiser never al- 
lowed her birthday to pass without bring- 
ing her in person along with his affec- 
tionate congratulations some superb floral 
tribute. 

The princess enjoyed in a similar de- 
gree the affection and good will of Em- 
peror and Empress Frederick, and par- 
ticularly of the old emperor, the late 
Prince Anthony, her husband, having 
been the favorite attendant and lifelong 
aid de camp of that monarch. 

William I., it may be remembered, was 
at one time betrothed to Princess Elise 
Radziwill before being compelled for rea- 
sone of state to contract a loveless mar- 
riage with Princess Augusta of Saxe- 
Weimar. He never forgot Elise Radzi- 
will, and, as soon as her nephew, An- 
thony Radziwill, was old enough, at- 
tached him to his household and treated 
him more like a near and dear relative 
than like a retainer.

Princess Marie was a Frenchwoman, a 
daughter of old Field Marshal de Casa 
tellane and sister of the present Marquis 
de Castellane; aunt, therefore, of Count 
Boni de Castellane and of his brothers, 
Jean and Stanislas. : 

She was the grandmother of Prince Al- 
bert Radziwill, the present head of this 
great princely and ducal house, who is 
married to Dorothy Deacon, daughter of 
the late Edward Parker Deacon of Bos- 
ton, Mass. Her eldest son, George, father 
of Prince Albert, died last year under 
restraint for homicidal mania. 

She had one other surviving son, Prince 
Stanislas Radziwill, all of whose es- 
tates are situated in Russia, who is a 
chamberlain of the czar, and is now serv- 
ing as a captain of the First regiment 
of Cossacks against Germany. 

Princess Marie's two daughters, EM- 
beth and Helen, are married to Count 
Reman and Count Joseph Potocki, the 
one @ dignitary of the court of Vienna 
and the other a high official of the court 
of Russia. }

tion of the memoirs of her famous grand- 
mother, the Duchesse de Dino, memoirs

Others who have shared her fate inthis 
respect—I mean exile, not death—include 
Prince and Princess von Radolin, who 
have also been banished from the court 
of Berlin and sent to live in virtual cap- 
tivity and under the strictest police sur- 
veillance on their estate at Jarotschin in 
the province of Posen. 

The prince’s first wife, the mother of 
his elder children, was an Higlishwoman, 
Lucy Wakefield. Prince Radolin was 
married to her from the London house 
of her cousin, the Quaker banker, Sam- 
uel Gurney, and her mother was a prin- 
cess of one of the petty sovereign states 
of India, whom her father, a comrade of 
Sir Henry Havelock, had married under 
the most romantic circumstances. Thus 
the daughter and the twin grandchil- 
dren of Prince von Radolin, offepring of 
his eldest son, have a strong strain of 
Hindoo blood in their veina, 

The prince is now married to 
Jeanne Oppersdorff, whose was 
a Frenchwoman, Countess Hlizabeth de 
Talleyrand-Perigord, daughter of the late 
Alexandre de Talleyrand-Perigord, Duc 
de Dino. 

The present Princess von Radolin ia 
therefore, allied through her mother to 
many of the leading houses of the French 
aristocracy, and it was because of her 
intimacy with them, an intimacy chared 
by her husband, that he was recalled from 
the post of German ambassador at Paris 
some years ago, greatly to the regret of 
the French government. 

He was very popular at Paris, far too 
much so to please the authorities at Ber- 
lin The complaint was that he was 
not sufficiently aggressive in his atti- 
tude towards the French.

_ The prince is a courtly man, who owes 
his advancement from the rank of count 
to that of prince to the late Emperor 
Frederick, whom he served as chief of 
household throughout the closing years 
of his life; that, too, without incurring 
the hostility of that ill fated monarch’s 
aon and heir, the present kaiser. 

He was, however, too much identified 
with Emperor and Empresas Frederick to 
be retained et Berlin, and so the present 
kaiser, on his accession, sent him off to 
represent the empire, first at Constan- 
tinople, then at St. Petersburg, and ul- 
timately at Paris, at the same time be- 
stowing upon him the high office of grand 
carver to the crown

Dr. Filippo de Filippi, who is the re- 
cipient this year of the great gold medal 
of the Royal Geographical society of 
Great Britain, is a distinguished Ital- 
fan scientist who knows more than any 
other Hving explorer today about the 
Himalayas, having written several clever 
books about them, notably one dealing 
with the remarkable expedition which he 
made with Prince Louis of Italy, the 
Duke of the Abruzzi, on which occasion 
they scaled some of the highest peaks 
of that gigantic mountain range. 

Dr. di Filippi had an American wife 
Caroline, daughter of William John Fits- 
gerald of Litchfield, Conn. She had mar- 
ried as her first husband Lord Fits- 
maurice, chancellor of the duchy of Lan 
caster and only brother of the conserva 
tive Marquis of Lansdowne, from whom 
he differs politically, being a pronounced 
IAberal. After five years of marriage 
the union was annulled by the courts in 
London, and a little later the ex-Lady 
Fitzmaurice, who had reverted to he 
status as Miss Caroline Fitzgerald, be- 
came the wife of Dr. de Filippi, most of 
whose books she translated into English.

recelved. He indicated that the supple- 
mentary communication would be handed 
to Ambassador Page at London within a 
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week. Consideration of the American 


reply will, of course, be delayed accord- 
ingly. 
Extension of Argument 

While the British minister did not indi- 
sate in any way the contents or nature of 
this suppleméntary communication, the 
¢xpectation here is that it will prove to 
be merely an extension of the argumenta- 
tion in the first note. 

While it is admitted asa possibility that 
the British may wish to move in the direc- | 
tien of mediation of questions of mari- 
time warfare, as was suggested in the 
German note to this government, no rea-

In spite of 
vigorous shell fire, the fishing crews es- 
caped and were landed today, although 
the crews of two vessels drifted in open 
boats over forty hours before being 
picked up. 


Torpedoes for Churchill. 

Some of the fishermen declare that the 
Germans on board the submarines spoke 
good English. In one case, they shouted, 

We have nice little torpedoes here for 
Winston Churchill (former secretary of 
the British navy) and Foreign Secretary 
Sir Edward Grey.” 

The attack is regarded as showing the 
German determination to demoralize as 
much as possible the British fish supply.

SUED BY WOMAN 


She Says Frank Rockefeller 
Defrauded and Attacked 
Her; Wants $109,000. 


Cleveland, O., July 27.—[{Special.]— 
Fraudulent representations in the sale of 
mortgage bonds, assault and battery, and 
false imprisonment were the charges 
made against Frank Rockefeller, brother 
of the Standard Oll head, in three suits 
filed today by Mrs. Bertha M. Leland, a 
former Cleveland restaurant cashier, now 
a Montreal widow. She asks $109,624 
from Rockefeller. 

Mrs. Leland ahbeges that by reason of 
a relation of trust and confidence between 
herself and Rockefeller he induced her 
in 1907 to invest $10,000 in ten mortgage 
bonds of the Ashland Emery and Corun- 
dum company, of which he was a director 
and large stockholder. The money was 
paid to him, she alleges. Four years 
later, she avers, she discovered the prop- 
erty was of little vaiue and that his rep- 
resentations had been false. 

Says Rockefeller Beat Her. 

In another sult she asks $60,000 dam- 
ages from Rockefeller, alleging that Nov. 
12, 1914, he “ assaulted and struck and 
choked her and bruised her body and 
strained her right arm and shoulder, 
whereby she became lame and sick and 
was disabled from doing nousshetg or 
other work.“ 

In the third suit Mrs. Leland idles $50,- 
000 damages, alleging that Rockefeller 
on Jan. 8, 1915, “ unlawfully and with 
force falsely and maliciously imprisoned 
the plaintiff for a partes of twenty-four 
hours.“ 

According to Francis J. Wing, attorney 
for Mrs. Leland, the attack his client 
charges Rockefeller made on her in 1014 
occurred in Rockefeller’s office in Cleve- 
land when she called on him to demand 
the return of her money. 

Persecution Also Charged. 

In her recital of the causes for the first 
suit Mrs. Leland says that, to induce her 
to make the purchase, Rockefeller toid 


her “our own people,“ meaning the 
Standard Oil company hedds, were at the 
head of the business. Mrs. Leland says 
she has demanded of Rockefeller the re- 
turn of her $10,000, but that he has re- 
fused to pay her and has repulsed her 
“by threats of injury.” 

The arrest, the attorney says, occurred 
at Rockefeller’s ranch at Belvidere, Kas. 
when she visited him to make a similar 
demand. Rockefeller, according to Wing, 
called the sheriff and caused him to arrest 
Mrs. Leland as an insane person, releasing 
her the following day. 

Rockefeller at his home in Wickliffe to- 
night characterised the suits as a “ yil- 
lainous proceeding.”
